THIRD DAY, FRIDAY, DEC. 5, 1902. 

Conference was called to order at 9 a. m. by Bishop E. E. Hoss. 
Hymn number 874 was sung. Bishop Hoss read as a scripture lesson 
Luke 18:9-14. After singing number 18, Dr. S. H. Babcock led the 
Conference in prayer. 

Minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

Dr. J. E. Godbey, editor of the Arkansas Methodist, and Rev. 
V. D. Lingenfelter, of the M. E. Church, were introduced to the 
Conference. 

The name of H. T. Raney was added to the committee on 
District Conference Journals. 

The Committee to investigate the case of J. F. Jernigan reported 
a trial necessary. Fred Little was appointed to prosecute and M. M. 
Smitl^to defend.

FOURTH DAY, SATURDAY, DEC. 6, 1902. 

The Conference was called to order by Bishop E. E. Hoss. Hymn 
number 407 was sung. Dr. J. E. Godbey led the Conference in prayer, 
and the Bishop read as a Scripture lesson. Matthew 6:1-18. 

Dr. S. M. Godbey, assistant editor of the Christian Advocate, 
was introduced to the Conference. 

The committee on the case of K. R. Durham reported as follows: 

We, your committee, appointed to investigate reports derogatory 
to the character of Rev. K. R. Durham, cf the Helena District, be- 
lieve the charges can be sustained, but the accused and the accusers

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

To the president and members of the White River Annual Confer- , 
euce : We are truly thankful to God for the success that has attended 

our missionary efforts during the past year. With gratitude we re- 
port a large increase in collections for both foreign and domestic 
missions. 

The Helena district has overpaid its assessment. TheParagould 
district paid its assessment, and the other districts have not fallen 
far short. 

We have cause for praise and thanksgiving for the great forward 
movement in the foreign fields. There were never greater opportu- 
nities. The doors are wide open and in many places we are being 
urgeutly called to come and possess the laud. China is waking up. 
Special emphasis is being placed on education by the government as 
well as by the church. 

Our Soochow University will soon be comlpeted, and funds will 
be needed for equipment. 

A great revival has recently swept over Japau. Korea is stretch- 
ing out her hands to the Christian world. The bonds of Romanism 
are being broken in Mexico and Brazil. Cuba is a fruitful field for 
Christianity and there is an inrceasing demand for the open Bible 

In view of the foregoing our church must make a determined 
effort for a greater forward movement. 

We therefore offer the following ressolutious, viz: 

1. That we increase our efforts to pay our assesemeuts, and to 
that end begin to take collections early in the year. 

2. That we circulate our missionary literature, especially the 
“Review of Missions,” “Go Forward,” and the “Woman’s Mission- 
ary Advocate,” for we recognize that ignorance is a great enemy to 
missions. 

3. That we diligently instruct the people from the pulpit con- 
cerning the great missionary cause and offer daily, intercessory prayer 
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in b -half of our missions and inissiouai ies. 

4. That we encourage and help the women in the mighty work 
they are doing. 

We recommend that those serving missions in our Conference for 
another year be paid by the treasurer at the end of each quarter one 
fourth of the amount apportioned their respective charges on same 
conditions as last year 

We recommend the appointment of William B. Ricks missionary 
secretary.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We, your Board of Education submit the following report: 
CONNECTIONAL. 

We have reason to be thankful to Almighty God for the progress 
made by the General Board of Education during the eight years of 
its existence, and we believe that there is a great revival wave of edu- 
cation brought into the very spirit of Methodism. The standards 
have been advanced wherever possible, and large sums have been 
added to the working capital of our schools, so that we can put the 
work on a firm basis and supply it with the necessary equipments and 
resources so as to compete with the great secular institutions. 

We rejoice at the advancement made by tbe Correspondence 
School and recommend that this Conference adopt the plan sent us by 
Dr. Hammond and that the committees accept the certificates given 
by the school in lieu of examinations. 

HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

Since the resignation of Dr. A. C. Miller, Hendrix College has 
continued its work of giving the young men of our state the broadest 
Christian culture. The success of the school shows that there has 
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been no mistake made by the trustees in the selection of his success- 
or. We regret the small enrollment and meagre income of the insti- 
tution. There are enrolled only 400 in the whole system in our state, 
and 130 in Hendrix College proper, 50 of whom are beneficiaries who 
are charged nothing for their tuition. Eighteen are preparing for the 
ministry. This means that Hendrix College is giving at least $2,500 
tuition to these young men annually. This amount is hardly sup- 
plied by the income from the endowment of $45,000. 

GALLOWAY COLLEGE. 

This most excellent institution which has already enriched so 
many of our homes is in the most successful year of its history. 

There are 175 boarding students, with a large attendance from the 
town. No college or school in the state is better able to help our 
daughters to a Christian education than Galloway. Let us sustain it 
with our means and patronage, pay off its debts and erect all the 
buildings necessary to give the best possible accommodation and men- 
tal and physical training to all who may attend it in the future. 

A number of young ladies have been turned away this year for 
lack of room. The curriculum is in accordance with the requirements 
of the General Board of Education. 

As the General Board of Education enters upon the third quad- 
rennium, 

First. Be it Resolved, That we, the members of the White River 
Conference, cooperate with the Board and that our Presiding Elders and 
pastors make special effort to increase the endowment of our schools, 
diffuse information about them, and to foster popular interest in 
them. 

Second. That a Conference Secretary be appointed by the 
Bishop, whose duty it shall be to look after the cause of education of 
the Conference; to distribute educational literature among all of the 
pastors, or to see that it is done, and to work under the direction of 
the General Board in making a thorough campaign during the month 
of July. 

Third. We recommend W. B. Hays for this position. 

Fourth. That W. B. Ricks and L. E. Moore be elected to suc- 
ceed themselves as trustees of Galloway College, and that W. B. 
Hays and W. L. Jefferies of Clarendon be elected to succeed W. B. 
Hays and J. M. Henderson as trustees of Hendrix College.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — We, your commitee on Temperance, 
submit the following leport: 

On the whole the sentiment in favor of temperance and prohibi- 
tion i- prowing in our Conference bounds. Our ministers and mem- 
bers liavj done more than auy others in gaining important victories. 

The anuual report of the American Anti-Saloon League in Ark- 
ansas was submitted to the committee by State Superintendent 
Edward El. Tabor. It showed that valuable and heroic work had 
been and is being done by that organization in the state. There was 
no financial exhibit in the report. 

We regret to report the temeprance cause has been weakened in 
some localities and that little or no prorgess has been made in others. 
The reasons seem to be the failure of some of the members of onr 
church to vote against license, of others to openly espouse the ternper- 
auce cause, the failure of the officers to enforce the law in prohibi- 
tion territory and of the Anti-Saloon League representatives to reach 
all the points desired. 

We rceognize that the Church and State have no greater foe than 
t he saloou traffic. We therefore submit the following resolutions: 

Resolved, First, That we do all in our power to suppress the 
saloon traffic. 

Resolved, Second, That we vote only for men for office who are 
both temperate and favor the temperance cause. 

Resolved, Third, That we endorse the American Anti-Saloon 
League. That two deleagtes and one alternate be appointed to the 
national convention, which meets at Washington, D C. , December 
9-11, 1902, and the appointment of one member to serve as a member 
of the national boatd of directors for the American Anti-Saloon 
League. 

Resolved, Fourth, That we commend the management of the 
League in Arkansas for the faithful and efficient service they have 
rendered, but recommend to them (l) tnat their representatives be 
careful when they make appeals for money not to make promises 
which they cannot fulfill, (2) that in their annual reports they give a 
financial statement of the total amount of money received, the amount 
expended and for wiiat purposes, aud (3) that as soon as possible they 
adopt a better plan <f law enfem n;cnt than the employment of 
detectives. 
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Resolved, Fifth, That a copy of this report be furnished the 
State Superintendent by the secretary of the Conference.

REV. R. G. BRITTAIN 

Was born near Ashville, Buncomb county, N. G. April 2d, 1826, 
died at his home in Beebe, Ark., Feb. 24th, 1902. Converted in early 
life and joined the M. E. Church, South. Came to Arkansas at the 
close of the Mexican war, remaining here until he passed to his re- 
ward in heaven. 

He was licensed to exhort July 15, 1848 and to preach August 
28th, of the same year, Yellville Mission, Arkansas Conference. Was 
Grdained Deacon by Bishop Paine Nov. 12, 1854 and was ordained 

Elder by Bishop Pierce Nov. 2nd, 1856. 

Bro. Brittain was married the second time to Miss Mary 
Kellum in the year 1867. Bro. Brittain preached in Arkansas 
when the whole state was one Conference and circuits were large. 

He was thoroughlv a Methodist in both polity and doctrine and 
was hence a loyal and faithful itenerant for over fifty years, serving 
most of the time hard works. His sermons were always well prepar- 
ed and eloquently delivered. He believed strongly in the immortal- 
ity of the soul and a heaven for the good and faithful and a hell for 
the finally impenitent. Few men excelled him when discoursing on 
the Judgment, moral agency, the New Jerusalem and kindred sub- 
jects, and many hundreds of poor sinners under his matchless elo- 
quence, and convincing arguments have fallen before God and plead 
for mercy and found pardon. He was mighty in the Scriptures, hav- 
ing given them close and critical study all his life. 

But Bro. Brittain’s strong points were brought out in the 
defense of the doctrines of his church. That knight who measured 
swords with R. G. Brittain found one worthy of his best efforts. 
Indeed he never lost a battle. He had sufficient faith in the doc- 
trines of his church to risk everything upon their defense. He was a 
debater of the first water, as well as a preacher of the highest order, 
studious, scholarly, with a good foundation to commence with made 
him a man equal to almost any emergency. We shall not meet his 
equals often in this life. Bro. Brittain was also a fire-side 
preacher, in the home, with the family and specially the children. 
He was always ready to preach Christ and converse on religious sub- 
jects. No young preacher has ever been associated with him that did 
not derive strength and help. Alas! The strong man with childlike 
faith, the eloquent preacher, the faithful husband and loving father, 
has finished his life’s work, and received his crown of rejoicing. 

God has called his honored servant home.

REV. FRANK RITTER 

Was born m Edgecomb county, North Carolina May 16th, 1847. 

His father moved to Arkansas when he was only two years old. 

Bro. Ritter was led to conversion by reading his mother’s Bible. 

In 1870 he joined the Methodist Episcopal Chnrch, South, in Tay- 
lor’s Creek circuit, St. Francis county, Ark., under the ministry of 
Rev. J. W. Walkup. Licensed to preach in 1874 and the same year 
admitted on trial in the White River Annual Conference. Passed 
his annual examinations and was ordained Deacon in 1876 andElder in 
1877. Traveled Richwoods Mission in 1875, Laconia circuit 1876, 
Prairie circuit 1877-8, Forrest City circuit 1879, 1880, 1881, Pocahon- 
tas station 1882, Clarendon and Brinkley 1883, Newport station 
1884-’85, Helena District 1886, ’87, ’88, ’89, Clarendon and Brinkley 
1890, Clarendon station 1891, Newport station 1892, ’93, Jonesboro 
District 1894, ’95, ’96, ’97, at which time he was granted a super- 
annuated relation arid remained in that relation until the 18th day 
of March, 1902, and he was not, for God took him. 

His ascension was from his home in Jonesboro, Ark., with no 
cloud between him and his eternal home. The mortal coil was 
shaken off and his spirit swept through the gates to the Eternal City. 

Bro. Ritter said: “I never served a charge I felt competent to 

fill. I worked for the salvation of souls until labor broke me down. 
Had I a thousand lives to give they should go the same way only 
with greater diligence, specially in studying the Bible.” 

He had a high and holy purpose in life and made everything 
bend in that direction and gave but little attention to discourage- 
ments. He loved the church as he did his own life and the church 
honored and his people always loved him. He suffered much during 
his last illness, but was patient, waiting, watching and when his 
Lord came he found his servant ready. 

A man of strong character, a good preacher, a useful and efficient 
worker, a Methodist of the best typ? has gone from our ranks to his 
final reward.
